SENIOR  CLASS   HISTORY 


THE  closing  chapter  of  the  History  of  the  Class  of  '34  presents  a  fitting  conclusion 
to  a  full  and  varied  story  writ  deep  upon  the  memory  of  every  man  who  has  been 
so  privileged  as  to  partake  of  the  abundant  experiences  offered  to  her  members. 

From  the  very  first,  the  class  was  recognized  as  one  of  unusual  mental  endowment. 
The  Record  of  January,  1931  states,  "Wise  heads  may  shake,  but  figures  seem  to  prove 
that  this  is  one  of  the  best  freshman  classes  we  have  had  for  some  time."  This  was 
deduced  from  the  high  rating  of  the  class  in  the  intelligence  test. 

The  Class  of  '34,  however,  would  have  little  claim  to  speak  of  its  intellectual  en- 
dowment had  it  not  used  its  natural  gifts  to  advantage  and  applied  its  capabilities  in 
scholarship  and  activities.  That  this  has  actually  been  the  case  throughout  its  history 
is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  the  standing  in  the  class  room  has  been  consistently  high 
and  that  a  striking  percentage  have  attained  either  the  first  or  second  honor  roll.*' 

But  this  attainment  in  scholastic  and  literary  pursuits  has  never  meant  the  sacrifice 
of  eminence  in  other  fields.  Publications,  sports,  organizations — in  all  she  has  sent 
forth  her  full  quota,  and  more,  of  leaders  and  constituents. 

But  perhaps  the  most  noteworthy  pages  of  her  History  would  tell  of  the  beneficial 
changes  which  the  Class  of  '34  largely  inaugurated  and  carried  to  completion.  Its 
members  began  the  system  of  athletic  insurance,  which  has  already  been  used  success- 
fully for  two  sessions ;  they  carried  through  the  move  to  save  the  amount  which  had 
needlessly  been  spent  for  breakage  and  repairs  in  dormitories  and  to  donate  this  amount 
to  the  Athletic  Association ;  they  partially  brought  about  the  removal  of  the  drinking 
clause  from  the  constitution  of  the  Student  Council,  a  step  which  strengthens  the  honor 
code  and  the  administration  of  authority  in  the  matter  of  the  drinking  problem. 

The  portion  of  our  History  which  would  touch  a  vibrant  chord  in  the  heart  of 
every  member  of  the  Class  of  '34  would  tell  of  the  passing  of  those  who  have  seemed 
to  be  members  with  us,  those  whom  most  of  us  knew  for  a  time  in  the  class  room,  and 
whom  all  of  us  had  learned  to  revere  and  honor — Dr.  Watkins,  a  living  symbol  of 
lofty  ideals.  It  is  fitting  that  the  Class  of  '34,  who  had  been  with  him  long  enough 
to  know  and  love  him  intimately,  should  go  from  the  portals  of  Hampden-Sydney  as 
the  Watkins'  Memorial  Bell  Tower  is  completed  and  dedicated.  And  Dr.  Bagby — 
scholar,  scientist,  and  friend — there  is  a  memorial  built  into  the  lives  of  those  who  soon 
after  his  departure  also  leave  these  halls  and  walkways  which  he  so  loved  for  more 
than  forty  years. 

Such  in  the  barest  outline  would  be  the  closing  chapter  of  our  History.  It  cannot 
even  suggest  the  halcyon  memories — vivid,  dear,  lasting — engraven  on  the  hearts  of 
those  who  view  with  wistful  eye  the  years  spent  at  Hampden-Sydney.

A  few  have  failed  to 
return,  a  iew  more  will  drop  out  before  the  end.  However,  there  are 
yet  two  years.  What  will  they  bring  forth?  Nobody  knows,  but  if 
present  conditions  continue,  this  class  will  contribute  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  some  of  the  greatest  leaders  ever  rendered  to  the  ranks  of  the 
"Small  College  Great."
